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REMARKS 

Claims 1-13 are pending in the presem application. 

The examiner requires amending the title so it is more descriptive. While the patent 
literature is replete with examples of titles of issued patents having no more descriptive titles 
than that of the originally filed specification, the applicants have changed the title to further 
prosecution. 

With regard to the trademarks issued raised by the examiner, the applicants have made 
a good faith effort to respect each and every tiademark found in the specification. In response 
to the examiner, the specification was reviewed and a couple amendments made. If there are 
other omissions, the applicants respectfully request that the examiner specifically point them 
out. 

Claims 1. 3. 4. 6 and 11-13 have been rej ected under 15 USC $1 12^ Second 
Paragraph as being indefinite for faiUng to na rt icularlv noint out and distinctly n^im ih. 
subject matter of the invention. 

By the amendments presented. Claim 1. 3, 4 6, 1 1, 12. 13 are rewritten to meet the 
requirementsunder35USC§ 112and35USC§101. No new matter has been added by 
these amendments and no additional claims fee is due as a result of these amendments. 

Art-related Rejections 

Claims 1-13 have been refec ted under 35 USC S102(b^ as being anticinafflrf hy nr in 
tiie alternative, under 3S USC $103fa^ as ohvinTi s over WO 94/0^1 sn n ..r^»'^^^^^ to as 
WQ'ISOV ' ' ■ 

The appUcants assert that the amended claims are not anticipated or made obvious by 
the cited reference. The applicants present with traversal the following remarks relating to 
the above rejection: 

The WO '150 application, titled "Washing Composition" are specific to compositions 
formulated to be rinsed or washed off the skin. On page 2, lines 10-16, WO '150 states diat 
the mvention addresses the anti-foaming problems associated with washing compositions of 
the prior art including suppression of foam by oU and certain non-ionic surfactants due to 
theh- poor foaming properties. The compositions as disclosed in '150, therefore, significantly 
differ from the leave-on compositions of the present invention in terms the selected 
components and their levels. The amendment to pending claim illustrates such difference 
TTie amendment limits the C^j^C^ mono, -di and -tri acyl sugar esters surfactants to levels 
froma01%to,1.0%. This is significartiraiflferent than-the^ugaF-blsed-st^^ 
'150, wherem the sugar-based surfactants have shorter alkyi chains for enhancing foaming 
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that is critical in a successful wash-off composition, but deleterious in a leave-on skin 
composition. Tins significant difference makes the amended claim unanticipated by this 
reference. 

In terms of obviousness, this amendment clearly demonstrates that the teaching 
provided by '150 is in opposite of that of the presently claimed invention. On the basis of 
' 150 an artisan would not so limit the present claims in terms of the sugar esters, unless of 
course that foaming was to be minimized rather than maximized. Making such an 
amendment is unobvious on the basis of this reference. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicants have made an earnest effort to place their application in proper form and to 
distmguish their invention ftom the applied prior art. WHEREFORE, Applicants respectflilly 
request the reconsideration of this application, entry of the amendments presented 
withdrawal of the rejections mider 35 U.S.C. §1 12, §102 and §103, withdrawal of the double 
patenting rejection, and allowance of Claims 1-13.

-W097/27838 describes compositions comprising a polymeric film forming agent e.g. 
[polyquatemium-lQ]Polyquatermum-10, a hydroxy acid, a physical exfoUant and a carrier for 
use in improving the smoothness of skin. The incorporation of polymeric film forming 
agems in compositions comprising hydroxy adds is described as having an unexpected effect 
on the ability of the resulting compositions to increase the skin smoothness benefits.-

compositions comprising 4% glycerin and 0.2% [polyquatemium- 1 QTPolvQuatfemium- 1 n 
The compositions may further comprise emoUients in combination with cationic surfactants. 
In addition. US- A.4.93 8,951 describes compositions comprising evaporative solvents, 
polymeric film forming agents, and topically active agents. The compositions are described 
as providing an enhancement in the effective activity of a topicaUy active agent and 
specificaUy. that the fihn forming polymer has an ability to enhance the effective activity of 
the topically active agent.—

-Personal cleansing compositions comprising water soluble polyols such as glycerine and 
catiomc fihn forming polymers such as [polyquateniium~10 1Polvquatemium- l n are described 
m for example.
